In  1938,  the  last  year  for  which  a  comprehensive  annual 
report  was  compiled,  the  birth  rate  in  your  district  was 
only  12.8,

of  65  in  1938*  It  is  s;ill  too  high  for  a  rural  area,  the 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  being  43.

The  increase  is  more 
than  accounted  for  by  the  Measles  and  Whooping.  Cough  cases 
which  were  not  notifiable  In  1938, 

It  is  regrettable  that  9  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred. 
None  of  these  had  been  immunised,  but  fortunately  we  had 
no  deaths.  It  will  be  noted  that  all  these  patients  were 
treated  in  hospital. 


During  the  year  20  children  were  Immunised,  a  small 
pr opor tion • of  those  who  should  have  been.

Fever  oases  aro  removed  to  Hospital  at  the  Council’s 
expense.  Other  types  of  patients  must  find  their  own 
means  of  transport* 

In  common  with  other  authorities  we  had  an  "epidemic11 
of  squatting  in  disused  military  camps*  Remembering  the  'difficulties 
■V/o  had  with  a  similar  type  of  problem  at  the  Seaton  Snook 
area  after  the  1914/18  war*  I  deemed  it  advisable  to  augment 
the  Sanitary  Inspector's  staff  to  take  especial  care  of  this 
new  problem# 

Accordingly,  an  assistant  of  the  works  foreman  type 
was  ongaged,  with  your  permission,  to  make  frequent  tours 
of  those  camp3. 

To  this  constant  supervision  of  those  encampments  X  attribute 
our  comparative  immunity  from  serious  epidemic.

With  few  exceptions  water  is  supplied  throughout  the  area 
by  tho  Teds  Valley  Vfator  Board  and  the  Hartlepools  Gas  &  Water 
Company^  and  those  supplies  have  been  unrestricted  and  of  good 
quality.  No  shortage  of  water  occurod,  during  the  year  in  the 
villages  of  Daltori  Pioroy  and  Elwickf  whose  supplies  are  derived 
from  the  village  pumps# 

DRAINS  &  3EWERS; 

Generally  these  have  been  satisfactory  throughout  the 
district#  Now  lengths  of  sewers  have  been  constructed  at  Greatham, 
Preston  and  Egglesolif fo j  a  length  of  trunk  sewer  at  Greatham^ 
which  will  bo  part  of  tho  main  trunk  to.be  constructed,  stopped 
minor  floodings  which  have  takon  place  in  previous  years  whenever 
the  storms  wero  very  sovere*

In  this  area  the  collection  of  refuse  is  done  by  the 
Council fs  own  employees  in  all  the  parishes  excepting  part  of 
Groatham  and  Carlton,  which  is  done  by  private  contractors.  The 
lack  of  spare  parts  when  tho  vehicle  breaks  down  causes 
difficulty  at  timos,  and  a  further  vehicle  has  been  ordered*
